Tho laying of the corner stone of tho 


new memori.il and public building at 
Adains was an event for the "south vil~ 
lage" that has not been equaled in its his- 
tory. It was also an event for the nortb 
end, for hundreds from thU city went 
down to attend the exercises. 


The stone was laid by President Mc- 


Kinley, and tho exercises were of unusual 
interest. 
The president arrived from 


Lenox early in the afternoon and went to 
the home of Mr. Plmikctt. The hour lor 
the laying of the corner stone was set for 
4 o'clocl:, and punctually the presidenj 
was on 1 and. lie was escorted to the site 
of the ni w building by a delegation of the 
Grand Army and by Company M. Lafay- 
ette band furnished music. 


The president drove to the site in Mr. 


Plunkett's carriage. 
He was received 


with ch'-'era when he alighted to ascend 
tho platform. Commander Mole of Sayles 
Post vra1' roaster of ceremonies. The ex- 
ercises were begun by the band rendering 
a selection, which was followed by prayer 
byCbS'plain Streeter. Alter the prayer 
Dr. C, "W . Burtou made an address for the 
trustees of the library and F. W. Spalding 
spoke lor the Grand Army. Then came 
the exercises of laying the btone. Presi- 
dent McKiuley stepped from the platform 
to the level of the stone anu the laying 
simply consisted of the placing of the 
copper box in the stone, the lowering of 
the stone into place and the drawing of 
the sih er trowel over the cement by the 
president. When the president resumed 
his seat on the platform the crowd of 
5,000 pe ople cheered so long and loudly 
that he was compelled to make a short 
address. The president spoke as follows: 


"Mr. Commander, my comrades and fel- 


low-citizens: It has given me very great 
pleasun to participate with the citizens of 
Adams in this memorial service, a service 
which will ever be remembered by the 
people of this town, because U. is intended 
to perpi-tuate patriots and is their testi- 
mony to patriotic devotion. 
You have 


authori/ed by the erection of this statue 
that yon may commemorate the services 
and sacrifices of the brave men who went 
out from this community more than 30 
years apo, willing to give all they had and 
the 
host, they had that the Union 


mieht 
be 
perserved 
and 
the flag 


continue to floit in honor. Ever/ me- 
morial building erected to the soldiers of 
the wai is a monument to duty well done 
and is a lesson in patriotism to the gener- 
ations that are to follow. I re.ioice with 
you today that the men fof whom this 
monument is to be builded did not die in 
vain; that the Union for which they fought 
and for which they fell is stronger,grander 
and more enduring than ever in the past, 
and it in with you—with the living and 
those who are to come after—it is with 
them to carry forward this great govern- 
ment and Hit it to still greater achieve- 
ments pud glory. I thank you and bid 
ycu good afternoon." 


The exercises were concluded by the 


playing of "America" by the band and 
the benediction by Eev. O. I. Darling, 
pastor of the Universalist church. The 
president drove immediately to the Plun- 
kett residence where he remained for the 
rest of the day. 


Sunday the president attended tho Con- 


gregational church. The Misses McKin- 
ley attended also. Miss Mabel McKinley 
sang a :-olo which was excellently ren- 
dered. The solo was "Come ye disconso- 
late," a fatniliar hymn. A quartet con- 
sisting of Messrs. Fisher, Games, Goodnow 
and Mcefcins ot this city rendered other 
selections. The music was very fine and 
was in charge of Cashier Coenan, who was 
at the organ. The sermon was preaclel 
by Rev. A. B. Penniman, pastor of the 
church. It was on the theme ot "The 
Gospell." The clergyman advocated tho 
gospel as the fundamental thing in social 
and individual reform. The sermon was a 
very strong one and was spoken highly of 
by tho president. 


The Sunday school exercises that fol- 


lowed were of much interest. They were 
attended by the president and the Misses 
McKinSey, who were seated on the plat- 
form. The school room was decorated 
with fl igs and flowers. \V. B. Plunkett, 
superintendent of the school, presided. 
Alter the regular preliminaries, Mr. Plun" 
kett s:ud he knew how much the presi- 
dent Iked little children, but he hrd 
forbidden him speaking to them. He was 
sure, though, that if the little ones came 
upon the platform that the president 
would be very glad to shake hands with 
them, and be glad to havo them sing him 
a song afterward. 


Immediately a stream of little ones be- 


gan to flow past the president on the plat- 
form, and ho was kept very busy shaking 
hands for several minutes. Some of the 
little /oiks did not know whether to trust 
themselves in his care and others wero in 
very n uch of a hurry to get near him. 
Some .verc so small as not to be able to 
fully u nderstand what they went upon the 
platform for,and would walk past the pres- 
ident without paying attention to him. 
These he arrested and shook their hands. 
When the hand-shaking was over the chil- 
dren gathered in a class and sang for the 
rjresident's entertainment, "We are little 
childrun, very young, indeed." 
They 


sang their .,ong so heartily that every one 
was pleased and the president evidently 
had much enjoyment in it. The exercises 


closed with the singing of 
The pres!tlent said that he had enjoyed 
all of the services very much, and took oc- 
casion to say to Rev. Mr. Penniman that 
he had preached a good sermon. The 
president! was driven back to the Buufcett 
residence, whsre he remained the rest of 
the day with the exception of the time he 
took the short afternoon drive.

The attorney general was 


so well pleased with the sermon that he 
inquired of Rev. D. C. Moran, pastor 
of the church, who the preacher was and 
later congratulated Rev. Mr. Cullen. The 
attorney general and Miss McKenua ac- 
cepted the invitation of Rev. D. C. Moran 
to take luncheon with him at the par- 
sonage after mass. Those who were at 
luncheon with tho attorney general and 
Miss McKenua were Revs, D. C. Moran, 
H. M. Wymau of San Francisco, T. J. 
Cullen, and M. J. Coyne ana Joseph Me- 
Grath of Adams. 


The president postponed his visit to 


Williamstown till tomorrow. He wants 
to get all the rest he can and the oppor- 
tunity :<t Adams is excellent for that. Be- 
sides Mrs. McKinley is not very well this 
morning. She is slightly indisposed from 
a slight cold.

Have you ever heard of the so-called 


"whistling language" of Teueriffe? The 
probabilities are that you never have. 
Yet this curious method of speech—if 
miU'Ocl oni caa to descrioo it—dates 
troin prehistoric times.

Gomera use the "whistling language," 
and the first recorded notice of it was 
made by a French traveler as fai1 


back as 1453. Since then stray wan- 
derers have called the world's atten- 
tion at long Intervals to the 
"lan- 


guage." Some years ago, while roam- 
ing, with staff and scrip, through ra- 
vines and over 
the wild 
mountain 


ranges ot Teneriffe, it fell to the writ- 
er's lot to hear the shepherds thus con- 
versing. By placing two or three fin- 
gers in the mouth it is possible to 
make the whistle carry a distance of 
Three miles, or 
thereabouts. 
The 


lonely hills seam silent and deserted, 
when suddenly out of the far distance 
came a long, drawn and very shrill 
whistle—the summons to a convcrsa- ' 
tion. In reply a similar call strikes 
piercingly on the ear from the oppo- 
site direction. The whistlers are wide- 
ly separated, but liave no intention ot 
being lonely. Perhaps they are hav- 
ing some difficulty with their flocks. 
Perhaps they are merely resting a ! 
while after the dinner of blade bread J 
and onions. At any vale if you listen 
you will soon hear them in the thick 
of an earnest chat, a chat 
between 


friends three miles or more separated. 


Long practice and heredity 
have 


given the 
shepherds 
extraordinary 


skill in whistling. Their vocabulary is 
quite a long one, and, in addition, they 
have a regular code 
of 
graduated ' 


notes, which convey 
telegraphically I 


what they cannot satisfactorily repro- 
duce in the ordinary manner. 
| 


The writer heard three parties ot 


shepherds exchange tbeir hopes and j 
fears regarding the- weather by this ' 
means. On another occasion he heard j 
an invitattion to a flauco sent in the 
i 


"whistling language" across a stretch 
of country exceeding five and 
one- i 


quarter kilometers. The young boys 
and even the girls are adepts at the 
"language," and the very sheep ap- 
pear to understand whistled commands 
at a considerable distance. It is jao 
mmsual thing to find two boys or a 
pair of the sturdy little 
mountain 


lasses ol Tenenffe, standing by the 
parental cottages, and thus conversing 
across wide ravine and rugged height, | 
without even catching a glimpse of | 
one another all the time. In fact, the 
whistling language, dating as it does 
from before 1450, makes one wonder 
whether the telephone is such a mod- 
ern marvel after all.—Gerald Brenan.

Dr. Frank Abbott and Miss Amanda 
Morton, whose elopement to Cape Town, 
Africa, created a sensation in this city, 
where the doctor is well known, and in 
Glen fiidge, N. J., where his companion 
was prominent in social circles, are be- 
lieved to be in New York, or on their way 
from New York to New Orleans. 


When the steamer La Champagne ar- 


rived from Havre yesterday Dr. AbDott 
was seen aboard at Quarantine by a num- 
ber of people, including several officials, 
who knew him when he was stationed 
there on Health Officer Jenkin's staff dar- 
ing the cholera scare of 1892. lie was ac- 
companied by a lady whom they believed 
to be Miss Morton. They appeared on the 
ship's saloon passenger list, respectively 
as F. May and Mme. May. 


Dr. Abbott was distinctly seen on the 


promenade deck of the steamer when she 
reached Quarantine, Those who had pre- 
viously known him and who saw him on 
the steamer yesterday are positive that it 
was he, bui later when the steamer was 
boarded his whereabouts could not be dis- 
covered. He was searched for high and 
low, but he succeeded iu keeping out of 
sight until the Champagne was released 
and had to start for her pier in the North 
River, when the search had to be given 
up. 


Arrived at her pier, Dr. Abbott and 


his companion had their baggage quickly 
disposed if by tho custom house officers 
and entering a oinsed carriage, rapidly 
drove away, but where to it could not be 
learned. It is sale that they went to a 
quiet boarding house previously known to 
tiie doctor,;and again that they left im- 
mediately en rout.; for New Orleans, 


Whatever they fllfl, and presuming that 


those who saw them at quarantine, all of 
whom stoutly maintain that they could 
not be mistaken, are right that it was tho 
now famous elopers, they certainly did 
riot call on or send word of their return to 
the United States to any of their relatives 
in this city. At the home of the doctor's 
mother, No. 22 West Fortieth street, Airs. 
Abbott replied to a message, sent her in 
regard to Ler sou's arrival, tbat &ho know 
nothing about it, 


Mrs. Willet C. Ely, the doctor's sister, 


who lives at No. 102 West Seventy-first 
street, wag not at home, but Mr. Ely said 
that it' tbe doctor aud Miss Morton had 
ar.-ived n Xew York they were not aware 
of i . 


'•If they arrived this morning we do not 


know it," he said, *'and we would not be 
likely to know it. You bring me the firs**

England Trust Com- 


pany Sues the Union 


Pacific. 


Boston, Sept. 27.—It was learned today 


that the New England Trust company of 
Eobtou Hied a bill in equity against the 
the Union Paci'ic railroad aud its receiv- 
ers late Saturday evening, asking that the 
court authorize them to sell certain secur- 
ities placed with them in April, 1S93. The 
property was deposited as collateral for 
the payment of five per cent bends by the 
Union Pacific railroad which bonds were 
issued for the purpose of paying off the 
floating debt. 


The following are the securities: Den- 


ver, South Park and Pacific Railroad 1514 
bowels $1,000 each; Kansas Central Bail- 
ro;O 2338 bonds ,31.000 each; Utah and 
Northwestern Kailroad 21153 bonds $1,000 
each; Oawha and Republican Valley 419 
bonds fll,rOO each; Utah and Southern Ex- 
tension Kailroad Co., S75 bonds i?l,000 
each.

IOODFORD GHARDED. 


Dur Minister to Spain Under the Eyes 


of the Police. 


THE BITTERNESS OF THE PUBLIC 


Led to the Taking of Unusual 


Precautions For His Safety. 


Madrid, Sept. 27.—The 
arrival of 


United Slates Minister WoodCord from 
San Seba&tian has made a sensation. 
The program of the United States has 
ho«n ascertained. This does not con- 
template a declaration of war if Spain 
rejects mediation, but according to re- 
port, an "ostentatious proclamation to 
the world ot disapproval of the Cuban 
regime by suspending diplomatic rela- 
tions with Spain and withdrawing the 
United States minister." 


General "Wooolford has declined to be 


interviewed on tlie subject further than 
to say that his conference with the 
Duke of Tetuan, -the foreign minister, 
was >of a most satisfactory character. 
The unexpected bitterness of the press 
and of public opinion has painfully im- 
pressed him, but he hopes this will soon 
be allayed, as he believes his mission 
favorable to Spanish interests, and can- 
not comprehend that Spain could reject 
mediation designed to end an impover- 
ishing war. He has not named a time at 
which the war must be terminated", but 
he hopes, as the result of his tenders, that 
it will be ended quickly. lie believes 
the war is inflicting incalculable losses 
up-on the United States, aivl that it is 
impossible to prevent the organization 
of filibustering' expeditions. 


Unusual measures were taken to pro- 


tect Minister Woodford on his journey 
from San Sebastian to this city, but the 
trip was quite uneventful. A party of 
gen d'armes, commanded

lieutenant, guarded the southern express 
on which be was a paeseng-er.

LITTLE INIQUITIES. 


DR. TALMAGE ON SINS THAT NIBBLE 


AT THE HEART. 


Gambling; In a Vice That B.'glns W5th 


Little Sins and Grows to Fearful Enor- 
mities—Severe Arraignment of Gift En- 
terprises and Stock Gambling. 


WASHINGTON. ' . -• l —Dr. Talmnge in 


this sermon fittpit;* rtie insidious modes by 
which evil habit gains supremacy and 
shows how splendid men are cheated into 
ruin. Text, Isisinh v, IS, "Woounto thorn 
thnt'sin as it warn with a cart ropo." 


There are FOIIKI iniquities that only nib- 


ble at the heart. After a lifetime ot their 
work, the man still stands upright, respect- 
ed and honored. 
Those vermin have not 


strength enough to gnaw through a JJJiin'a 
character. But there are oilier transgres- 
sions than lift themselves up to gigantic 
proportions ant! seizo hold of a man and 
bind him with thongs forever. 
There are 


some iniquities that have such grunt em- 
phnsis of evil that he who commits them 
may be said to sin as with a cart ropo. I 
suppose you know how tnoy imiko a great 
ropo. 
The etufl out o£ which it is fash- 


ioned is nothing but tow which you pull 
opart without any exertion of your fingers. 
This is spun into threads, any of whioh 
you could easily snap, hut a great many of 
these threads are intorwound. Then you 
have a ropo strong enough to bind an ox 
or hold n sMji in a tempest. 


I speak to you of the sin of gambling. 


A cart ropo in strength lq that sin, anil 
yet t wi«h more especially to draw your 
attention to the small threads of influence 
out of which that mighty iniquity is twist- 
ed. This crime is on the advance, so that 
It is well not only that fathers and broth- 
ers and sons ho interested in such a dis- 
mission, but that wives and mothers and 
Bisters and daughters look out lest their 
present homo be sacrificed or their intend- 
ed home be blasted. No man, no woman, 
o:v.\ stand aloof from such a subject as this 
and say, "It has no practical bearing upon 
my life," for there may bo in a short time 
in your history on experience in which 
you will find that the discussion invohcd 
three worlds—earth, heaven, hell. There 
ore gambling establishments by thf thou- 
sands. There- are about 5,500 professional 
gamblers. Out of all the gambling estab- 
lishments how many of them do you sup- 
pose profess to be honest? Ten—these ten 
professing to be liouest because they are 
merely tho antechamber to those that are 
acknowledged fraudulent. 


A Gilded Den. 


There aro first class establishments. 


Yon step a little way out of Broadway, 
New York. 
You go up the marble stairs. 


You ring the hell. Tho liveried servant 
introduces you. The walls are lavender 
tinted. The mantels arc of Vermont mar- 
ble. The pictures aro ".Tephthah's Daugh- 
ter" and Dore'a "Dante's" and Virgil's 
"Frozen Region of Hell," n most appro- 
priate selection, this last, for the place 
here is the roulette table, the flneat, costli- 
est, most exquisite piece of furniture in 
the United Stales. There is the banquet- 
ing room where, free of charge to the 
guests, >ou may find the plate and viands 
and wines and cigars sumptuous beyond 
parallel. 
Then you come to tlio second 


class gambling establishment. To it you 
arc introduced by a card through some 
"roper in." Having entered, you must 
either gamble or fight. Sanded curds, clico 
loaded wilh quicksilver, poor drinks mixed 
with more poor drinks, will soon help you 
to got rid of all your money to a tune in 
short meter with staccato passages. 
You 


wanted to see. You saw. The low villains 
of that place watch you as you como in. 
Docs not the punther squat in tin) grass 
know a calf wbou ho sees it? Wrangle, not 
for your rights in that place or your body 
will bo thrown bloody into the street or 
dead into the river. 


You go along n, little farther and find 


the policy establishment. 
In thut place 


you bet on numbers. Betting on two 
numbers is called a "saddlo," betting on 
three numbers is cn'Icd a "gig,'' betting 
on four numbers is called a "horso. " And 
there are thousands of our young men leap- 
ing into that "saddle" and mound!)}: that 
"gig" and behind than "horse" riding to 
perdition. There is alwaysonekindof sign 
on the door, "Exchange," a most appro- 
priate title for tho door, for there, in that 
rooic, u man exchanges health, peaco ami 
heaven for lo«s of health, loss of home, loss 
of family, lo?s of immortal soul. Ex- 
ohango sure enough and infinite enough. 


The Inclination to Gamble. 


Now yon acknowledge that is a cart rope 


of evil, but you want to know what aro 
the small threads out of which it is made. 
There is in many a disposition to hazard. 
They feel a delight in walking near a preci- 
pice'because of tho sense of danger. There 
are people who go upon Jur.gfran, not for 
tho largeness of the prospect, but for the 
feeling that they have of thinking, "What 
would happen if I should fall off?" 
There 


aro persons who havu their blood filliped 
un<3 accelerated by skating very near an 
Hir hole. 
There are men who find a posi- 


tive delight in driving within two inches 
of tho edge of a bridge. It is this dispo=i- 
tion to hazard that finds development in 
gaming practices. Hero aro $500. I may 
Itnko thorn. If I stake them, I may loso 
them, but I luny win 63,000. 
Whichever 


way it turns, I have tho excitement. 
Shuffle tho cards. Lost! Heart thumps. 
Head dizzy. 
At it again—just to graciCy 


this desiro for hazard. 


Then there are others who go into this 


Bin through sheer desire for gain. 
It ia 


especially so with professional gamblers. 
They always keup cool. 
They Dover driuk 


enough to unbalance their judgment. 
They do not see tho dice ?o much as they 
see tho dollar beyond tho dice, and for that 
they watch as the spider in the web, look- 
log as if dead until tho fly passes. Thou- 
tauds of young men in tho hope of gain go 
Into those practices. 
They soy: "Well, my 


salary is not enough (o allow this luxury. 
I don't get enough from my store, office 
or shop. I ought to have finer apartments. 
I ought, to have better wines. I ought to 
have moro richly flavored cigars. I cught 
to bo able to entertain my friends more 
expensively. I won't stand this any longer. 
I can with ono brilliant stroke make a 
fortune. 
Xow, hero goes, principle or no 


principle, heaven or hell. 
Who cares?" 


When a young man makes up his mind 


to livo beyond his income, satan has 
bought him out mid out, anil it is only a 
question of time when the goods are to bo 
delivered. 
The thing is done. 
You may 


plant in tho \\iiy all the batteries of truth 
and righteousness—that man is bound to 
go on. 
When a man makes $1,000 a year 


and spends $1,200, when a young man 
makes SI,500 and spends SI,TOO, all tho 
harpies of darkness cry out, "Ha, ha, wo 
have him!" And they have. 
How to gee 


the extra $500 or the extra ¥2,000 is tho 
question. He sr.ys: "Hero is my friend 
who started out the ocher day with but 
little money, and in one night, so great 
Iras bis lu^k, he rolled up hundreds and 
thousands or iloliars. flu got rc—wny not 
I? It is such dull work, this adding up 
of long lines of figures in the counting 
house; this pulling down of a hundred 
yards of goods and selling a remnant; thii 
always waking upon somebody else, when 
I could put f?100 on tho race and pickup 
Si,000." 


Au. Insidious Sin. 


This sin works very insidiously. Other 


sins sound the drum and Haunt the flag 
and gather their roornits with wild huzza, 
but this marches its procession of pale vic- 
tims in dead of night, in silence, and when 
they drop into tho grave thera is not so 
much sound as the click of the dice. Oh, 
how many have gone down under it! 
Look at those men who were 


pi-uBpcum. i\ov7 ciielr forehead is licked 
by a tongue of ilame that will never go 
out. 
In their souls are plunged the beaks 


which will never be lifted. 
Hwing open 


the door of that man's heartand you see a 
ooil of adders wriggling their indescribable 
horror until you turn away and hide your 
face and ask God to help you to forget it. 
Tho most of this evil is unndvertised. The 
community does not hear of it. 
Men de- 


frauded in gaming establishments are not 
fools enough to r«ll of it. Once in awhile, 
however, there is tfft exposure, as when in 
Boston the police swooped, upon a gaming 
establishment and found in it tho repre- 
sentatives of all classes of citizens from 
tho first merchants on State street to the 
low Ann street gambler; as when Bul- 
lock, the cashier of the Cenirnl Railroad of 
Georgia, was found to have stolen $103,000 
for the purpose of carrying on gaming 
practices; as when a young man in one o( 
the savings bunks of Brooklyn many 
years ago was found to have stolen $40,000 
to carry on gaming practices; as when a 
man connected with a Wall street insur- 
ance company was found to have stolen 
$180,000 to carry on his gaming practices, 
but that is exceptional. 


Stock Gambling. 


Generally the money leaks silently from 


tho merchant's till into the gamester'n 
wallet. I believe that one of the main 
pipes leading to this sewer of iniquity is 
the excitement of business life. 
Is it not 


a significant fact that the majority of the 
day gambling houses in New York aro in 
proximity to Wall street? Men go into the 
excitement of stock gambling, and from 
that they plunga-into the gambling houses, 
as, when meu are intoxicated, they go into 
a liquor saloon to get more drink. 
The 


agitation that is witnessed in the stock 
market when the chair announces the word 
"Northwestern" 
or "Fort Wayne" 01 


"Rock Island"or "New York Central," 
and tho rat, tat, tat, of the auctioneer's ham- 
mer, and the excitement of making "cor. 
ncrs," and getting up "pools," and "carry- 
ing stock," and a "break" from 80 to70, 
and the excitement of rushing around in 
curbstone brokerage, and tho sudden erica 
of "Buyer three1" "Buyer ten!'1 "Take 
'em!" "How many?" and the making or 
losing of $10,000 by one operation, unfits 
a man to go home, and so he goes up the 
flight of stairs, amid business offices, tc 
the darkly curtained, wooden shuttered 
room, gayly furnished inside and takes his 
place at tho roulette or the faro table. But 
I cannot (ell all tho process by which men 
get into this evil. 
A man went to New 


York. 
He was a western merchant. He 


went into a gaming house, on Park place. 
Before morning he had lose all his money 
savo §1, and ho moved around about with 
that dollar in his hand, and after awhile, 
caught still more powerfully uuder the in- 
fernal infatuation, he oame up and put 
down the dollur and cried out until they 
heard him through the saloon, "One thou- 
sand miles from homo, and my last dollar 
on tho gaming table!" 


Visit to a Gambling Den. 


Many years ago for sermonic purposes 


and in company wHh tho chief of police of 
New York I visited one of the most bril- 
liant gambling houses in that city. It 
was night, and as we cumo up in front all 
seemed dark. 
rlhe blinds wero d'jwn, tho 


door was guarded, but after a wh^pering 
of the officer with the guard at tho door 
wewero admitted into tho hall, and thence 
into tho parlors, aroiuul one table finding 
eight or ten men in midlife, well dressed, 
all the work going on in silence savo the 
noise of tho ructling "chips" on fho gam- 
ing table in one parlor and the re\olving 
ball of the rouletto table in the olher par- 
lor, 
pome of tliesn men, we were told, 


had served terms in prison; rome were 
shipwrecked bankers and brokers and 
money dealers, and some were going their 
first rounds of vice, but all intent upon 
the table as large or small fortunes moved 
up and dmvn bet'oro them. Oh, there w.is 
something awfully solemn in the silcMicc, 
tho intense g,«:c, the suppressed emotions 
of tho players. No one looked up. 1 hey all 
had money in the rapids, and I have no 
doubt, some F.IW as they s.i I theru horses and 
carriages and houses and lands and homo 
and family rushing dov;n into tho \ortex. 
A man's life would nut 'iavu been worth » 
farthing in thai. pn'M'iict, had ho lint boeu 
accompanied hy the police, if he had hoi <i 
supposed <o be on u Christian errand of 
observation. 
Somo of these men went By 


priwito key, some wont in by careful in- 
troduction, some ivn1" taken in by Ihr; 
patrons of the establishment. 
Tho ollicer 


of the law told me, "Nono gets in hero ex- 
cept hy pnlioe muudute or by some letter 
of a, patron." 


\Vhilo wo wore there a young man came 


in, put his money down on the rouloMe 
table and lost; pur. more money down on 
tno roulette table and lost; put moro 
money down on tho roulette table and lost. 
Thou feeling in his pockots for more 
money, firming norm, in sewro siloneo he 
turned his Luck upon the .scene:and parsed 
out. 
While wo stood I hero mem io«t their 


property and lost (heir scul« 


Oh, mordlo'is place! Not once it! all the 


history of thai gaming house iuis shore 
been ono word of sympathy uttered for the 
losers ac the game. Sir Horace Walpule 
said that a man dropped dead in om> o! r!-^ 
clDbhoiiB'is of London. Hi? body was div- 
vied into thPclubhousc and the mc'mbers t/. 
the club began immecliaioly to bet as r.u 
whether he were dead or alive and vh'Ar. 
it was proposed to test the, luattxr by 
bleeding him it was only hindered by tha 
suggestion that it would be unfair to ^,01113 
of tho players 
In thise gaming bouses of 


our ritieb men ba\o their property wrun^ 
away from them, and then they go ou^, 
some of them to drown their grii £ in 
strong drink, some to ply the ouurrti rlult- 
er's pen, and so rc«toi"" tin ir f-rrtincs; 
some rosort to the suicide's revolver, bi:t 
all going t"!"Yvn. And that work proceeds 
day by day and nifht by night. "That 
cau rope., ' !,i,,s ono young man, "bus 
never lioun wound around my soul " !<ut 
have not some threads of that cart ropo 
been twisted? 


Gift Enterprises. 


I arraign beforo Cod the gift enterprises 


of our cities which have a tendency to 
make this a nation of gamblers. Whatever 
you get, young man, in such a phtcc as 
that, without giving a proper equivalent., 
iaurobbriy ot yuur own soul and a rob- 
bery of tho community. 
Yot how we are 


appalled to see men who have failul iu other 
enterprises go into gift concRrt".

The weather was very impropi- 
tious and interfered with the attendance, 


MORE PROTECTION FROM FIRE. 


W. G. Cady & Co. Equipping their Fac- 


tories With Automatic Sprinklers. 


W. G. Cady & Co. are equipping their 


shoe factories on Holden and Ashland 
streets with automatic sprinklers for pro- 
tection from fire, and as the insurance 
companies demand two sources of water 
supply it is beeessary to Bet up tanks 
which can be drawn upon in the event of 
failure of the city water supply from any 
cause. 


The tanks are put up by L. A. Weston 


of Adams. The one at the Holden street 
factory ia already up and will soon be 
completud. It has a capacity of 5000 gal- 
lons and stands at the top of an iron 
tower over 80 feet high. The water will 
be conveyed 
to 
the tank 
in a 


pipe 
connected 
with 
the 
water 


main and another pipe will lead from the 
tank to the system of sprinklers in the 
factory. The water pipes leading to and 
from the tank will be well protected from 
frost by boxing and in addition a steam 
pipe will ran by the side of it into the 
tank, so the danger of freezing will be re- 
duced to the minimum. The tank at the 
Asblana street factory will be the same as 
that on Holden street. 


This additional protection will reduce 


the rates of insurance on the factories to 
about one-fourth of the present rates and 
will consequently beja good investment.

The sermon was preached by Rev. W. L_ 


Tenney, pastor of the Congreationai 
church. 
The text was from Jeremiah, 


5:1, "Bun ye to and fro through the streets 
of Jerusalem and see now and know, and 
seek in the broad places thereof, if ye can 
find a man." The theme was "Finding a 
man." Rev. Mr. Tenney considered man- 
hood at some length and argued that the 
building of gold bodies was also the 
building of character. He divided his 
discourse into four parts, the consideration 
oi the physical, the intellectual, 
the 


moral and the aspiring spiritual part of 
man. 
Under the physical, the advantages 


of the proper care of the body was shown 
to be productive of the highest moral 
good. In considering the intellectual, 
the preacher was quite hard on news- 
papers. He said "I believe that I am 
not rash in saying that the man who has 
for a year found in the daily paper his sole 
means of intellectual culture is at the end 
of that time possessed of a knowledge so 
shoddy and superficial as to fit him to 
form a respectable judgment upon a single 
one of the questions which are occupying 
the attention of thoughtful people and 
upon which he is most ready to volunteer 
his flippant advice." Mr. Tenney was also 
very heavy on the poor indefensible re- 
porters. This is bow be paid his respects 
to him: "Such a mind, and it is not only 
possessed by such omnivirous newspaper 
readers but by many a shallow, self-con- 
ceited reporter, who in his youthful ver- 
dancy volunteers to give the flnal judge- 
ment on every public question, gains the 
glimmering of the shadow of a great 
truth and at once says, 'I have explored 
the reality throughout its length and its 
breadth,'"
